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With All Deliberate Speed 

For many years. McGill students have dreamed Qf 
having a new union or students' center. The decision of 
the Board of Governors last month — in selecting a site 
and giving architects the go-ahead — was but the first 
concrete step in this direction. Bfany obstacles remain: 
specifically these comprise obtaining thé necessary cash 
to finance the construction and just as important, ensur- 
ing that adequate funds will be available to run the new 
edifice. While the former difficulty is one for the Uni- 
versity to overcome, the latter falls definitely within the. 
realm of the student body. 

It is for this specific reason that it is proposed to 
discuss the relation of the Women's Union to the Stu- 
dents' Society at tomorrow's meeting. For the past five 
years there have been plans afoot to revamp the Stu- 
dents' Society constitution, removing some of its inhe- 
rent archaisms.. Much of the obsolete sections deal with 
the Women's Union and the method it is financed. Since 
women constitute 25 per cent of the undergraduates at 
McGill, thé present financial arrangements, whereby 
they contribute $2.50 less to the Students' Society "than 
do men, would be detrimental to the running of the new 
building. Once this inequality in financial support of the 
Society is ironed out, the student government will be on 
a much more sound footing to financially undertake the 
operation of the proposed students' center; and will thus 
be able to demonstrate to the University that we are 
prepared to meet our obligations. 

On the other hand, if the students fail to set their 
financial house in order, they may very well find them- 
selves without any new building at all. We cannot see 
the University permitting, construction to start before it 
is assured that the Students' Society will be able to carry 
the burden of operating the students' centre. 

Certain executives of the Wtfmen's Union have men- 
tioned that they feel the S.E.C., in proposing to discuss 
this very important topic at today's Students' i Society 
meeting is "rushing into something too fast". Itroreover, 
the president of that same organization mentioned at an 
S.E.C. meeting Monday night that a re-examination of 
the fundamental relationship between the Womenîs Union 
and the Society has been discussed for five years. We 
don't thinlc this is rushing; in fact, it's. dpwnri$;ht .pro- 
crastination. -■ t' :i 

Accordingly, the Students' Society President and the 
S.E.C.'have decided that it is about time for the students 
themselves to air their views. Ample opportunity will be 
provided at today's meeting. It is then proposed to work 
up a set of suggested constituti.innl changes, based -at 
least in part on the results of tho meeting, and to call 
another Students' Society meetinc for purpose of their 
ratification, in January. , " " 

"Thus today may well b6 the sole chance the indi- 
vidual student will have to present his views before any 
definite changes are made. It is the duty of everyone 
concerned, both men and women, to be present. 

' If the students do not act quickly they may fin^ 
themselves holding the bag, without a new students' 
centre,
